Just a glance at’such a cues- 
tion as this would seem abs.rd 
and ridiculous, for all true 
saints of God will readily an- 
swer no. Yet there are many 
things we observe that give rise 
to such thought. Just a few I 
wish to mention in connection 
with the many testimonies we 
hear.

Who can estimate the influ- 
ence of one life spent in the 
Master’s service? 

Another colporteur reports 
that he has_ traveled in many 
ways, but the real work is done 
“afoot.” He goes into remote 
cabins in the mountains where 
people live in places inaccessible 
except to him who goes “afoot.” 

He writes, “It is a pleasant 
duty to sell and give away four 
hundred and five Bibles and 
Testaments. I have visited hos- 
pitals, prisons, mining camps, 
public schools, colleges and 
teacher’s institutes. What an 
opportunity for personal work 
as prospective buyers read the’ 
large print New Testaments— 
in some cases for the first time 
in many years.” 

A Home Missionary in one of 
these out-of-the-way places 
makes the following strong ap- 
peal for Bibles for the mining 
and lumber camps: 

“Think of a home, if you can, 
without a Bible, or a religious 
book or magazine, or motto on 
the wall. We would it were pos- 
sible to take you up the Valley 
some Sunday morning and let 
you see camp after camp, each 
with a population of from 100 
to 1500 souls with little, or in 
most instances, no religious 
work being conducted at all. 
Thousands of children in this 
country have never _read, or 
heard a Bible story.” 

The colporteur comes in close 
contact with people at the time 
of their direct need. He goes 
where none other goes and 
leaves what so many do not 
leave—the Word of God—to be 
its own evangelist. 

One of the workers in the 
“nioon- shine” district has 
found that the very presence of 
the Book in a home has an in- 
fluence for good, even though 
the members of the family are 
unable to read. 

He says: “They know that 
between the lids of that book 
on the table there is something 
that forbids their mann:r of 
life and that the way they are 
living-is not in harmony with 
the teachings of that hook 
which they know to be the Word 
of God. In some way that fact 
exerts a refining, elevating, re- 
straining influence in their 
whole conduct. The very pres- 
ence of the Bible on the table 
has a power over the inmates vt 
that home to chanve tne atn: 
phere of the place.”

We will now notice Acts 11:23, | 
24. Here, we see Barnabas ex-| 
horting the people of Antioch, | 
that with purpose of heart they | 
should cleave unto the Lord. | 
Why are so many failing in their | 
experience to-day? Why are so 
many falling away from the 
faith? It is because they fail to 
serve the Lord with purpose of 
heart. My beloved, I am in the 
Church of God, and I have been 
in it for several years, and I am 
working with purpose of heart. 
therefore, my heart is fixed and 
Iam unmovable. Then, I must 
be loyal to Jesus, and those who 
are Over me in the Lord. Yea, 
and I must work with my 
brethren in unity.
